Jan. 4.—Immed­ 
iate authorization of from 
$25,000,- 
000 to $30,000,000 for 
erection

Washington of buildings 
to house 
government agencies now in rented 
quarters was recommended in a re­ 
port to congress today by tho public 
buildings commission, of which Sen­ 
ator Smoot, 
Republican, 
Utah, 
is 
chairman. 
The recommendations included a 
proposal for erection in the Pension 
Building court, where many 
presi­ 
dential inaugural balls have 
been 
held, of steel racks for filing govern­ 
ment records. 
The inaugural 
ball 
has been abandoned for a number of 
years. 
New appropriations 
for 
public 
buildings, 
the commission 
recom­ 
mended should be available at the 
rate of two or three million dollars 
annually. If this should be done, the 
commission said, all government ac­ 
tivities woald be housed in govern­ 
ment-owned quarters in a few years. 
The report stated the government 
paid $1,135,000 for rental of 
build­ 
ings in Washington in 1919 and only 
$524,000 at present. 
Another recommendation of 
the 
commission called for destruction of 
certain historic buildings, including 
a large theatre 
opposite the treas­ 
ury department to provide space for 
three 
or

New acreage would not have been 
planted. 
Old orchards would most 
surely have been uprooted and other 
crops planted.”
